Stakes and Many Others of Less Value. 



Detroit. Mich., July 18. — That horsemen are as- 
sured of a place in which to race the coming winter 
is shown by the breaking of ground for the new 
track to be built at Havana, Cuba. H. D. Brown is 
now in Havana superintending the construction of 
the plant and writes that it will be completed by 
November 1. The opening of the new plant will 
take place on Thanksgiving Day, November 23. with 
the running of a $2,500 stake. The stands, stables 
and paddock will be patterned after the plant at 
Buenos Ayres and the plant will eo6t $300,000. There 
will be stabling accomodations for 1.200 horses and 
the minimum purse value will be $500. As special 
attractions there will be a $10,000 Derby, for three- 
year-olds, with the same conditions as for the Derby 
that was run at Jacksonville, and a $10,000 Special, 
patterned after the Florida Special. Mr. Brown will 
remain in Cuba until the work is well under way and 
will then return to Laurel to look after his new 
track there. Those who are backing him in his new 
venture at navnna will spare no expense to make 
the meeting a success and are arranging for a special 
l>oat to be run direct from Baltimore to Havana at 
the close of the racing in Maryland. This undoubt- 
edly will be gladsome news to horsemen who have 
Ix'en figuring for the past few months where they 
would go the coming winter. There will be 100 or 
more days’ racing at Havana, with two stakes each 
week averaging $2,000 in value. The officials for the 
meeting have been partially engag'd. Joseph A. 
Murphy will serve as presiding judge. P. A. Brady 
will act as associate judge, while Joseph McLennan 
will fill the same position of assistant to manager 
Brown that he did at Moncrief Park. A. B. Dade 
will likely do the starting. The building of the 
stands and the stables will be commenced by the first 
«.f August. The stands will have a capacity for 
10.000 persons. The natives are more than enthusi- 
astic over the idea of having au up-to-date and first- 
class racing plant located there. 

PLANS FOR FALL RACING IN KENTUCKY. 

Prospective Program Contemplates Start at Lexington 

Sept. 18 and Close at Latonia Nov. 18. 

Louisville, Ky., July 18. — Keen interest is already 
being taken in the prospective plans for fall racing 
in Kentucky. Undoubtedly the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission will readily grant the three tracks 
within its jurisdiction such dates as they desire, 
provided there is no conflict with each other. The 
Commission must pass on applications for dates and 
they must be tiled with Secretary Bidwell at least 
thirty days before the opening date of the proposed 
meeting. From Lexington comes word that Sep- 
tember 18 to 28, inclusive, are the dates under con- 
sideration for the fall meeting of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation. If Lexington begins September 18 and runs 
ten days the Churchill Downs meeting probably will 
begin Sep tember 30, and if tlic New Louisville 
Jockey Club runs nineteen days, as is proposed, Co- 
luber will t>e well over before Latouia can begin. If 
Latonia races for twenty-four days, such an arrange- 
ment would bring the Kentucky season to a close 
November 18. 

What is in store for the horsemen the coming fall 
is of the deepest concern to the many turfmen quar- 
tered at Churchill Downs and Douglas Park. By the 
close of the week there will be enough horses at the 
two local traeks to provide racing for a big meeting, 
and there have been seasons of the sport here when 
there were loss horses available than will la* housed 
at the two courses within the next few days. 

That Latonia will bid for a big fall meeting is 
foreshadowed by the fact that Manager John Hach- 
Dielster lias settled himself for a loug stay at the 
Kenton County track this summer. He will come 
to Louisville soon for a day or two to consult with 
Manager Winn on the fall outlook, and then go 
back to Latonia for a stay of indefinite duration. 

It is thought that all the big eastern stables that 
have been racing in Canada will wend their way to 
Kentucky the coming fall. Ail those that did race 
in Kentucky this year have already booked stali- 
rooin looking to their return early in September. 

So one thing is certain. Kentucky’s fall racing 
will be of as high a quality as the spring and sum- 
mer. and horsemen will have a chance to earn good 
money before going west for the long winter meet 
ing at Juarez. 

PRAISE FOR VANCOUVER RACING. 

Due of the chief features of the racing at Minoru 
Park yesterday afternoou was the high prices paid 
upou some of the winners, and this in spite of the 
faf't that the horses which were first past the post 
"ere racers of no mean quality, but on the contrary 
had shown good form upon the track. The highest 
price paid during the afternoon was upon Don En- 
rique. where backers received $62.20 for each $2 in- 
vestment. This iu spite of the fact that Don En- 
rique established a track record only a few days pre- 
viously. Heavy betting upon Colinet. winner of the 
Dominion Day Handicap, was one of the principle 
contributory causes to the big price which was paid. 
In the first race Freewill brought her backers $15.20 
for each $2 which they placed upon her. while this 
was followed iu the next event by the victory of the 
field, where Redondo, which was included in that 
selection of four, enriched his backers to the tune of 
a little more than ten to one. Altogether the day’s 
sport was a most enjoyable one and reflected con- 
siderable credit upon those responsible for the com- 
pilation of the program anil its administrations. The 
commendatory remarks which arc daily heard in the 
grandstand und iu the members’ paddock and club- 
house indicate that the racegoers of Vancouver 
thoroughly appreciate the efforts which are being 
made by the British Columbia Thoroughbred Associa- 
tion and other organizations which are working in 
conjunction with them to provide good sport.— Van- 
couver, B. C.. Province. July 11.

Cliff Edge Defeats Naushon in Overnight Handicap — 
Two Winners Saddled by William Garth — Rulings 
Announced and Licenses Granted. 



Detroit, Mich., July 18. — Keen racing was pro- 
vided at Windsor this afternoon. In all but one 
of tlie finishes a length or less separated the first 
two horses. There were several upsets, but as the 
best horses won there was little cause for complaint. 
A handicap at one mile and a sixteenth was pro- 
vided as a feature and it resulted In a runaway vic- 
tory for Cliff Edge, which beat the odds-on favorite, 
Nanshon, a scant length. Naushon had no excuses 
to offer. He followed the pace to the stretch turn, 
where he moved up with a rush, and at the furlong 
post was on almost even terms with the winner. 
When it came to a drive, however, Naushon failed. 

The Valley Farm Stable furnished the winner of 
the opening dash, which was for Canadian-bred two- 
year-olds, in the Martimas gelding, White Caps. 
William Garth saddled the winners of the fourth 
and fifth races in Supervisor and Miss Joe, each of 
which won by a head. 

Before the races this afternoon the Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations held an important meeting. A 
number of licenses were granted to trainers and 
jockeys, and several cases which have been pending 
were taken up. Jockey Byrne and trainer John Pow- 
ers were exonerated from all blame on account of 
the unsatisfactory racing of the mare Top Note, and 
wore restored to all privileges. Tom Shaw was also 
told to go ahead and book, which means that the 
whole matter has been dropped. The protest lodged 
by Edward Corrigan against jockey A. Wrisj5en being 
permitted to ride was taken up and until the matter 
has been settled between Wrlspen. Mr. Corrigan 
and trainer Johnson of the Quincy Stable, Wrispen 
will not be permitted to ride. 

Jockey John Henry’s ease was also taken under 
adviscmenC Tlie lad was granted a probationary 
license, as was also jockey .T. Glass. Steeplechase 
jockey L. Ilnghes was granted a license to ride for 
S. C. Hildreth only.

Both horses will lie put in training and prepared 
for fall racing. 

John Walters arrived from Latonia with Mclvor 
and a carload of horses, owned by a man named Orr, 
arrived from Sheepshead Bay. 

Lad of Langden. which was bid up and taken 
ont of a selling race by starter Mars Cassidy, has 
been returned to his former owner, R. E. Watkins. 
Sir Alvescot. winner of the sixth race, was ad- 
vanced $400 over his entered price of $500 by S. C. 
Hildreth. The horse was protected and bought in 
by his owner. 

Thirty-three layers were in line at Windsor this 
afternoon, which is a record number for this season 
on the Canadian circuit.

GITTINS BILL SUPPORTERS OPTIMISTIC.

It is said that 
Senator Grady will lead the second attempt to pass 
the bill, and one of the reports is to the effect that 
In* will take advantage of his knowledge of par- 
liamentary tactics to block appropriation and otln-r 
bills until the other side gives in and passes the 
Git tins hills. 

it was announced today that the Court of Appeals 
would sit at an extraordinary term on July 23 to 
determine the validity of the rcapportionment act 
passed four years ago. If this act is declared in- 
valid, ail bills passed against betting at race tracks 
will, it is expected, be declared null and void. The 
attack on the rcapportionment bill is based on the 
ground that the bill was passed at an extra session 
aud that the representation was not properly dis- 
tributed. 

Senator Brackett, it is understood, has given up his 
idea of Introducing a bill bearing on the liability of 
race track directors for acts committed in violation 
of law.

SOMETHING OF RACING IN RUSSIA. 

An English visitor to Moscow writes of his racing 

impressions: 

*‘I saw Fuse Gem run his first race in Russia. He 
was very much above himself, aud was beaten a 
]■ ligtb by liis solitary opponent, to whom lie was 
giving 39 pounds, a racing-like grey four-year-old. 
The course is an oblong of one mile and a half, and 
was in splendid condition, being covered with herb- 
age. There were at least 100 men stationed at in- 
ti rvnls with beaters similar to those used on a 
cricket pitch, and at the conclusion of each race they 
immediately got to work and filled up the foot-marks. 

“No betting Is allowed except through the totaliz- 
ator. They start with the gate, but are ranged up 
seme fifty to seventy yards behind same and come up 
to the barrier at a slow canter. Directly a good op- 
portunity presents itself the tapes are released. In 
the event of one or more breaking away the tapes are 
only released to prevent the breaking through. This, 
however, only occurred twice during the two days’ 
racing I witnessed, and tin* starting was excellent. 
The largest field, however, was only eight, so possi- 
bly with a Newbury contingent more difficulty would 
be exiierieneed. 

“Inside the race course proper is a trotting track, 
or.d interspersed with racing are trotting races, rid- 
den in colors. 

“The stands and everything connected with the 
racing would bear comparison with any meeting In 
England. I have mentioned trotting. This, however, 
is not the Trotting Club of Moscow, but. as I was 
informed, these trotting matches are only Introduced 
as there are many who prefer trotting to racing. I 
attended three trotting meetings on the trotting 
track, which is adjacent to the race course, but is of 
sand. Crowds attend on all four days of the week 
oil which trotting takes place, and it continues all 
the yenr round.”
